The carrying forward of 
river and harbor Improvement is of highest 
Importance to the national commerce, domes- 
tic and foreign. In this improvement, the man 
on the farm, the man in the mine, the mer- 
chant and manufacturer each should be in- 
tensely interested, 


A billion dollars, from first to last, has been 


expended on the national rivers and harbors. 
Big sum? Yes, but rather insignificant when 
compared with the $28,000,000,000 we recent- 
ly spent as the price of our entry into the 
World War. 


What would not a half, a third, a quarter of 


twenty-eight billions of dollars do for the riv- 
ers and harbors of America? Such expendi- 
ture in a constructive work of peace such as 
the capacity improvement of all possible in- 
land waterways, by comparison, would make 
the commerce of Babylon, Egypt, Rome ajid 
the combined foreign commerce of modern 
times appear the negligible trafficking of petty 
traders. 
t 
Without going extensively into the matter, 


a brief consideration of the survey made by 
the Mississippi Valley Association will disclose 
the tremendous importance and potential pos- 
sibilities of the Mississippi Valley as an area of 
production. 
According, to this careful survey 


this wonderful valley, veined by the Father of 
[Waters, and its tributaries, produces 75 per 
cent of- the wheat, 60 per cent of the bitumin- 
ous coal, 47 per cent of the lumber, 70 per cent 
of the cotton, 55 per cent of the wool,.

! incalculable wealth is retarded by reason of 
j the lack of adequate and cheap transportation 
' facilities. These facilities by rail and water, 
; especially by water, must be provided and util- 


ized if America hopes to hold her foreign trade. 
to say nothing of the proper and cheap trans- 
portation of inland domestic commerce. 


THE BESTWAY °TO°PEACE 


HERB are two schools of thought in the 
world, »ays the Dayton News. The one 


maintains that only thru strong armaments 
can the peace of the universe be maintained. 
The other contends that reduced armaments 
point the way to everlasting amity. Since 
these two schools of thought are diametrical- 
ly opposed, except for the one avowed purpose 
of bringing peace, it is of interest to follow the 
trend of thought as developed by each. "Gen- 
eral Taslrer H. Bliss declares that there will 
never be any such thing as disarmament in 
the world until the United Stakes leads the 
way. He probably is right. We go right ahead 
with, our program. Secretary of the Navy Dan- 
iels says it is necessary so long as we remain 
out of the league and foster a spirit of isolation. 


I ^General Bliss goes a step further in bis survey 


and says: "We shall be recreant in our duty 
to humanity if we do not take the first step." 
t While America figures on a greater navy and 


T 


an enlarged army, Japan quite frankly says she 
will not disarm nor take any step in this direc- 
tion untd the United States shows more of a* 
spirit of-conciliation. 


The treaty of peace laid vpon Germany the 


duty to disarm, and yet these very powers 
which so arbitrarily insisted upon disarmament 
from the fallen foe, themselves refuse to take 
the same step. It is little wcnder that the Ber- 
lin authorities approach the subject of meet- 
ing the peace requirements when they possess 
the almost certain'knowledge that other na- 
tions do not propose to follow a similar course. 


The school of thought wnlch maintains that 


peace will be more easily attained with nations 
armed to the teetb provokes legitimate discus- 
sion of the subject and finds its position less se- 
c-ure when it confronts the history of autocrat- 
ic Germany, armed to the teeth and prepared 
for war- Individuals who have gained success 
In chosen fields are less apt to be sympathetic 
with the less fortunate, than folks in moderate 
circumstances whoso position is less tenable 
than the ultra-successful. So, too, with-na- 
tions. The powerful fleets and armies of Euro- 
pean countries speak for war, not for peace. 
Switzerland has no navy, and no need for one. 
Her army is of such ? character that it does 
not molest anyone. 
Neither does Holland's, 


and no one conceives that either Switzerland 
or Holland is prepared or anxious for war. It 
is only the nations which arc unusually well 
prepared which are feared. The anxiety of the 
ages between one power and another has 
grown out of undue military preparation. If 
the Allies had pot considered Germany's mili- 
tary machine a menace to world peace there 
would have been no demand for reduction un- 
der the peace terms. And yet the Allies them- 
selves, with certain knowledge of the menace, 
refuse to take the lead in removing it. The 
matter of disarmament is an important step in 
the direction of permanent peace. 


BLAME SCHOOL°OFFICIALS 


T 


HAT thousands of children who cannot 


rpad or write, many of them American 


born, are not in school today is due to gross 
neglect on the part of school officials, Vernon 
Reigel, state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, said in an address before the American- 
ization congress at Columbus. 


Reigel sounded a warning that unless 


something is done there will be thousands of 
the next generation growing up in ignorance. 
The state school head advocates an adequate 
compulsory school attendance law and an act 
requiring physical education of children. Need 
of such a law was emphasized, he said, during 
the draft, when it was found that one out of 
every four of our boys was turned down be- 
cause of physical defect. 


Relgel's arraignment of school authorities 


is severe. Whether altogether justified, is an- 
other question. In any event, his charge, com- 
ing to the attention of educators, will likely at 
least create a stir and bring atout inquiry for 
the purpose of disproving or substantiating the 
charge. 


If disproven, satisfaction of a complacent 


nature will prevail, but if it is found that 
Reigel's contention is correct, such steps as 
are required to correct the condition of affairs 
should and probably will be adopted quickly.
